Uncle Sam's 

Food Lessons 



(Special Information Service TJ a. De- 
partment of Agriculture.) 

START THE DAY RIGHT. 

A fl ood breakfast can bo had of 
Fruit, Cereal, Milk. These make a 
nourishing, easy to cook, O00 d cheap 
meal of foods the government asks us 
to eat. 

Use Fruit 

Fruit helps to keep y 0ur m 
good health and to prevent constlpa- 
tlon. 

Uso fresh fruit when possible 

Use- prunes, dried apples, dried apri- 
cots. Soak them In water over night 
nnd cook them long enough to make 
them tender. 

Use dates or raisins. These are 
good added to the cereal ten minutes 
before taking it from the stove Then 
you will not need sugar. 

Use ripe bananas with dark skins. 
Bananas with greenish-yellow skins 
are hard to digest unless cooked. 
Use Cereals. 

Cornmeal mush, oatmeal, rice hom- 
iny (grltS). 

These are much cheaper than the 
' ready-to-ent" breakfast foods. A 
ready-to-ent" breakfast, food may 
cost 15 cents for a big package, but If 
the package contains only one-quarter 
pound CO ceuts a pound for- cereal! 
This Is eight or ten times as expen- 
sive as- cornmeal at six or seven cents 
a pound. Look for the weights print- 
ed on the package aud get the most 
for your money. 

Cornmeal mush and oatmeal are 
good only when well cooked. Many 
people use too little salt and don't 
cook them long enough. 

To cook cornmeal mush for five peo- 
ple use one and one-half cupfuls corn- 
meal, two teaspoonfuls salt (level), 
five or six cupfuls water. Bring salt- 
ed water to a boll. Stir in the corn- 
meat slowly. Don't let It lump. Cook 
it at least 30 minutes. It Is better 
when cooked for three hours, or over- 
night. Use a double boiler on the 
back of the stove, or a fireless cooker. 

For oatmeal use two and one-half 
cupfuls rolled oats, two and one-half 
teaspoonfdls salt, five or six cupfuls 
water. Bring the water to a bolt Stir 
the rolled oats slowly Into the boiling 
water and cook for one hour, or over- 
night. 

Eat the cereal with milk or sirup 
or butter or butter substitutes. -Jlou 
don't need bread besides. 

A large amouut of cornmeal or/oat- 
meal may be cooked at oue time. .The 
unused part placed In a greased bowl 
may be kept for a few days In f cool 
place. Do you know how goocl*liced 
and fried oatmeal is? 
take b-rtna^pl^f&H/^ „fftPur* V*'*?- 
brends. Corn brend and milk dell- 
clous. 

Use Milk. U 
Milk Is an excellent food, "quart 
of whole milk gives as much nourish- 
ment as one pound of lean meat. 

Children especially need It to'make 
them grow strong and keep well. It 
Is good for growu people, too. Give 
each child at least a glass for break-' 
fast. Drink It hot or cold, or use it 
on the cereal, or muke It Into cocoa. 
Even at a high price milk Is a cheap 
food for children. 

No Coffee and Tea for Children. 
These are not food. Let the grown 
people have them If they want them, 
but do not give the chlldreu even a 
taste. The children's drink is milk. 



CHOOSE YOUR FOOD WISELY. 

Study These Five Food Groups. 

Every food you eat may be put into 
one of these groups. Each group serves 
a special purpose In nourishing your 
body. You should choose some food 
from each group dally. 

1. Vegetables and fruits. 

2. Milk, eggs, fish, meat, cheese, 
beans, peaa, peanuts. 

3. Cereals — cornmeal, oatmeal, rice, 
bread, etc. 

4. Sugar, sirups, jelly, honey, etc. 

5. Fats— butter, margarine, cotton- 
seed oil, olive oil, drippings, suet. 

You can exchange one food for an- 
other In the same jjronp. For example, 
oatmeal may be uwd Instead of wheat, 
and eggs, or sometimes beans, instead 
of meat; but oatmeiil cannot be used 
Instead of milk. Use both ontmeal and 
milk. 

You need some food from each group 
erery day— DON'T SKIP ANY. 

Here arc the reasons why yo u need 
the five groups: 

Fruits and vegetables furnlHh some 
of the material from which tho hody 
Is made and keep Its many p« r ts work- 
ing smoothly. They help prevent con- 
stipation which gives you headaches 
and mnkes yon stupid. Tho kinds you 
choose depend upon the sonson, but ro- 
remember thnt tho tfionpor on<«« are 

n ~» •■«i....M„ „„ dm tnnrn *»xpon- 
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your cheapest fuel. Besides, they give 
your body some building material. 

Don't think that wheat bread is the 
only kind of cerenl food. The govern- 
ment usks us to save wheat to send 
abroad to our soldiers and the allies. 
Let the North try the Southern corn 
brend and the South the ontmeal of 
the North. Half the fun of cooking is 
In trying new things. An ontmeal pud- 
ding is delicious. 

Sugar and Sirups are fuel, too, and 
they give flavor to other foods. They 
are valuable food, but many people eat 
more of them than they need. Sweet 
fruits, of course^ contain much sugar 
and are better for the children thnn 
candy.

SCHOOLS AID FOOD CAMPAIGN 



Uncle Sam's Bureau of Education Re- 
ports Prompt Response by Pupils 
to Nation's Need. 

The response of many city school 
departments to the need for the pro- 
duction and conservation of food In 
tho United States has been prompt 
and efficient, nccordlng to Uncle Sam's 
bureau of education. Thirty-four city 
school superintendents have reported 
a total of 67,388 children engaged in 
the cultivation of home vegetable gar- 
dens. 

"During the coming year the need 
for the production of food will be 
greater than ever, and profiting by our 
experience, we should trnln the chil- 
dren under our care to Increase their 
production nnd render a greater serv- 
ice to our country," says a bulletin of 
the bureau. "During the period of the 
war many Individuals nnd agencies are 
giving voluntarily of both time and 
money In the cnmpnlgn for the pro- 
duction and conservation of food 
With the return of normal times this 
voluntary taxation will be largely 
withdrawn. School-directed home- 
gardening has demonstrated its eco- 
nomic and educatlonnl value. The work 
should be Intensified and Incorporated 
as a pnrt of the school program In ev- 
ery city and town of the United States. 
Gardening under the direction of a 
well-trnlned teacher returns to the 
community in money many times the 
cost of the work. The hnlf of our 
population thnt lives In cities should 
In so fnr as possible, be taught to 
grow its own food that in any future 
crisis that may come to the United 
States the lack of knowledge nnd abil- 
ity to produce food shall not be a na- 
tional weakness."

The 
questions and answers are based on 
Inquiries that have come to the Treas- 
ury from soldiers and sailors. 

The necessity of prompt action with 
regard to this insurance can not be 
emphasized too strongly.

Must Build and Build and Sacrifice to 
Win the War— A War of Nations 
In Which Every Man, Woman 
and Child la Factor. 

Xew York. — One thousand seven 
hundred men and women In the grand 
ballroom of one of the big hotels saw 
the German as he really Is through 
the eyes of MaJ. Grayson M. P. Mur- 
phy, Red Cross director In Europe. 

Major Murphy arrived here recently, 
after being In France for nearly ten 
months, and he Is going back again. 
He cauie to make a report to Henry P. 
Davison, chairman of the Red Cross 
war board. 
Major Murphy said in part: 
"I want to ask you to consider for 
a moment the fact that up to this 
day Germany Is entirely victorious 
In this war; that any peace that Is 
made today on the basis of today's 
conditions or on the basis of the 
status quo ante would be practically 
a complete victory for Germany and 
for the German Idea. Germany has 
lost nothing In this war except blood. 
She has fought her war on the ter- 
ritory of others. She has drawn from 
the territory of others vast supplies 
of materials and vast sums of money. 
She has had between forty and fifty 
million people working for her for 
practically no wage — realiy as slaves. 
She has established her cursed hold 
on Austria, on Turkey and on Bul- 
garia, and she has at her feet mur- 
dered Serbia and unfortunate Rou- 
manla. 

Hun Stops at Nothing. 

'Yon don't know what these Ger- 
man people are, I believe. 

"I cannot begin to describe to yon 
the horrible, brutal, beastly, consist- 
ent official things that Germany has 
doue,.not In Isolated cases, but gen- 
erally, to the women and children 
and the poor old suffering people In 
the countries where she has set her 
dreadful foot. She has stopped at 
nothing. British officers told me of 
, seeing their wouuded piled In heaps 
and hand grenades thrown In the 
midst aud exploded to kill them while 
they lay there. 

"British officers have told me of 
the men being* taken as prisoners 
through Germany and German women 
coming and offering them a glass of 
water and spitting In It as they 
handed it to them. I came back 
across the water with a prominent 
British officer and statesman. He told 
me of a friend of his who lay wound- 



ed and suffering horribly in front of 
the German trenches. He lay there 
for a day and a half or two days, and 
the Germans came out at night, stood 
around him and scoffed at him and 
kicked him and made fun of him, and 
then W ent away and left him, and 
when some of his own people went 
out at the risk of their lives and 
brought him in before he died he told 
them of these things. 

"Did you think that the men In 
that British regiment would be will- 
ing to make a half peace with Ger- 
many? Do you think that the Cana- 
dians who went In the trenches and 
found their officers crucified— whether 
those men will make a half peace with 
Germany? I tell you it Is only a 
short time before our boys who are 
over there now are going to be suf- 
fering those same things, and you 
have got to understand it here, and 
you have got to build and build and 
sacrifice, no matter what It costs, to 
beat that beast. 

A War of Nations.
